‘gulch’—the leader, well masked in 
his ‘poncho’ .. likewise is ‘cloak’— 
carefully surveying the doomed ve- 
hicle. Then comes~ the attack, the 
killing of the driver, the wild pur- 
suit, the slaying of tthe leader of the 
hand by the brave young mining en- 
gineer, who thas thrown’ himself: in. 
front of the beautiful millionaire’s 
daughter just in time to save’ her life 
(and get a bullet through his arm) 
that she nurses through\to marriage, 
the repulse of the outlaws, etc., ali
